LONDON, Jan. 12. 
Diplomatic informants as- 
serted today that informa- 
tion which had reached 
London indicated an aggra- 
vation of a disagreement 
between Italy and Ger- 
many regarding Italian 
arms shipments to Finland 
through Germany. 


There have been circum- 
stantial reports that Ger- 
many held up important arms 
shipments from Italy, held 
some -at the Baltic port of 
Sassnitz and sent some others 
including crated airplanes, 
back to Italy. 

The diplomatic information to- 
day, which naturally was uncon- 
firmed, was that Italy had pro- 
tested to Germany and had re- 
ceived the double answer: 

1—That Germany knew nothing 
about the halted shipments and; 

2—Anyway, Germany enjoys the 
right to decide whether war mater- 
ial shall be transported through its 
territory 

Several reports promised an in- 
teresting development of the situ- 
ation caused by a seemingly general 
desire to arm Finland against Rus- 
sia: 

1—It had been reported yester- 
day that Great Britain and Norway 
might provide facilities for the 
shipment of arms to Finland.

Steady Does It 


Premier Hepburn may be right when 
he says Canadians are not taking the war 
seriously enough. They could no doubt 
take it more seriously than they do. But 
perhaps they are taking it more seriously 
than they seem to be. For practical pur- 
poses their concern does not appear to be 
lacking, and that is what counts. When 
men are called for the recruiting offices 
are swamped with applications for enlist- 
ment. Ottawa reports that thousands 
have put their names on file there for any 
sort of war work they can do. There is 
no reason to fear that the war bonds will 
not sell readily. 

Whet more could the public do to 
demonstrate their interest in the strugle, 
that would be important? They could of 
course worry themselves into a nation- 
wide fit of jitters, but Hitler wouldn’t 
mind that; he would rather like it. Fur- 
rowed brows and fierce looks and strong 
language and frazzled nerves would add 
nothing to the punching power of the 
Allied armies, nor to the supply of food 
and munitions that must be and is being 
forthcoming in ever-increasing quantities. 
If, while they are tending to the import- 
ant matter of putting the country’s whole 
weight into its blows, on whatever front, 
Canadians maintain a steady self-posses- 
sion and a healthy outlook on life and the 
future, that is rather characteristic and 
to be neither condemned nor regretted. 


The Credit Unions 


The credit union movement in Alberta 
is maintaining a healthy growth. There 
are now 23 of these unions in the province, 
with a combined membership of 2,192. 
The first were organized in the fall of 
1938, and in the course of a year loans 
have been made totalling $84,000, while 
the assets of the groups amount to nearly 
$45,000. ’ 

A credit union is an association of in- 
dividuals who agree to pool definite 
amounts of money. Out of the fund thus 
created loans are made to members with 
which to buy or build houses or create 
or acquire other tangible assets which 
stand as security for the loans. The union 
is thus a self-help organization. Its opera- 
tions begin, and can only continue, with 
the saving of money by the members and 
its investment in the loaning fund. Only 
members may obtain loans, and these in 
such amounts as_ their fellow-members 
think safe to lend them. 

Increase in the number of unions and 
their successful operation is evidence of 
a desire on the part of members to save, 
and a willingness to lend their joint sav- 
ings to parties who are considered trust- 
worthy, and for approved purposes. The 
basis of the enterprise is thrift. The suc- 
cess of the movement shows that this 
quality is not wanting among Albertans. 

In older provinces credit unions have 
long been common. They are as yet in the 
experimental stage in Alberta, but the 
results indicate they have come to Stay, 
multiply, and play an important part as 
accumulators and lenders of credit. 


Signs of Trouble 


The official organ of the Black Guards 
serves notice on the subjects of the Reich 
that they must stop spending so much 
money, or they will get less to spend. The 
publication says a “wave” of spending is 
sweeping the country. From which it may 
be surmised the Reichsbank is still inflat- 
ing the currency, a8 it was doing last 
August. 

Rio Janeiro reports that two Ger- 
man freighters left Brazilian ports at the 
last week-end, one loaded with cotton, the 
other probably with wheat or coffee, in an 
attempt to run the Allied blockade and 
reach a home port; while a third one 
sailed but was chased back into port by 
the Ajax, of recent and glorious notoriety. 

In their different ways, these are in- 
dications that things are not going too 
smoothly in Naziland. The cotton and 
other Brazilian products must be badly 
needed, since these ships were ordered 
to risk capture and scuttling in order to 
bring their cargoes home. And the Ger- 
man householder seemingly is not show- 
ing the officially desired zeal to do without 
even part of the limited supplies allowed 
him by the rationing system. 

It will not do to magnify the effects 
of the blockade and expect an-early col- 
lapse of the Nazi power because of multi- 


plying difficulties in the economics depart- 
ment. But the reasonable conclusion from 
these and other signs of trouble is that 
supplies of many kinds are running short, 
and Herr Goering’s worries over his new 
responsibilities as director of work, wages 
and eats are growing more numerous. 


"Two ofa Kind 


Sir William Seeds, Britain’s ambassa- 
dor to Moscow, is home on holiday; which 
observers suspect is to be of indefinite 
duration. In other words, the return of 
Sir Wiilliam to his post is regarded as 
doubtful if not improbable. For one rea- 
son, this doesn’t look like the time a Bri- 
tish ambassador to Moscow would choose 
to visit the home folk if diplomatic rela- 
tions at the Russian capital were normal, 
or even cordial. Nor the time his govern- 
ment would give him leave, if there ap- 
peared any likelihood that he would have 
anything to do if he stuck to the job. 

Britain and its Allies are at peace with 
Russia. But that is the best to be said of 
the situation. Russia has made a pact 
with the Nazis of unknown character and 
highly suspectable significance. It prompt- 
ly followed the making of this agreement 
by grabbing half Poland, terrorizing three 
Baltic states into granting it concessions 
which reduce them to protectorates, and 
launching a war of hardly disguised con- 
quest upon Finland. All this may or may 
not have been part of the understanding 
with Ribbentrop. In any case, Russia 
has numbered itself among the aggres- 
sors, and therefore no more entitled to 
Allied or neutral confidence than Ger- 
many or Japan. 

Neither Britain nor France will pro- 
voke a quarrel with Russia. But they will 
have to decide whether in continuing to 
treat Russia on a basis of full diplomatic 
friendship they would not be in measure 
condoning on its part the same type of 
banditry for which they are fighting Rus- 
sia’s ally. Stalin is now doing in Finland, 
or trying to do, what Hitler did in Poland 
—and in doing forced the democracies to 
take arms in their own defence and that 
of national rights generally. 

The withdrawal of Sir William at this 
juncture, and the uncertainty that he 
will go back to Moscow, is a pretty plain 
hint that the Allies are not going to diplo- 
matically ignore the aggression of Stalin 
while they fight the aggression of Hitler.

This may be 
licence, though not of a highly poetic kind, 

Carlyle himself was a deft hand at this brutal 
game of name-calling. He described gentle 
Charles Lamb as a “pitiful, rickety, gasping, 
Staggering, stammering Tomfool, a shameless 
drunkard, and a despicable abortion.” 

Our age is better for having quit this foul 
practice. No writer today thinks himself so wise 
or so honest that he can pass brutal judgment 
upon his fellow-men. A wise scholar once said 
there is one tyranny worse than the tyranny of 
Nero, and that is the tyranny of being com- 
pelled to be like your next door neighbor. We 
don’t practice invective today for one valid 
reason. We have the humility to realize that we 
may be wrong. And since we are prone to err, 
we tend to temper our judgments with mercy 
when viewing the mistakes of others.

Stalin 

“What does labor throughout the world think 
of “Joe” Stalin, assassin of little neighbor states 
of Russia? Not much, if what the Swedish Con- 
ference of Labor has done is a criterion. The 
Swedish Conference of Labor is credited with 
the largest single contribution in Sweden for the 
aid of Finland in its fight against the bullying 
Russia. Its gift amounts to $125,000. 

Says an American commentator with refer- 
ence to this gift: “Labor in Sweden has no desire 
to be “uplifted” by Comrade Stalin ... Workers 
of the world are arising—but not to join hands 
with the blood-stained paw of Joe Stalin. The 
union men of Sweden, at least, are contributing 
instead toward the defeat of those gory, hypo- 
critical doctrines that would subjugate them, 
deny them the liberties they have earned for 
themselves. The working man all over the world 
has Joe Stalin's number.” 

Is there anything less ruthless about the 
present regime at Moscow than-there was about 
the czars? It is to be feared that “Joe” Stalin 
may be rated one of the arch-criminals of 
history. —Regina Leader Post. 


The Will to Peace 

Both the peace with Great Britain and the 
agreement to leave the Canadian frontier un- 
fortified have come under strain more than once 
in the last 125 years. That they have survived 
is not really, of course, due to the simplicity 
with which they were written; the simplicity, 
rather, was made possible by the underlying 
community of interest, the lack of aggressive 
intent, and the impact of world forces which 
enabled the peace to survive. The Treaty of 
Ghent and the Rush-Baget agreement in effect 
recognized a broad situation which made peace 
the reasonable and possible thing, and a situa- 
tion which time has, happily, only strengthened 
and deepened. To detect such situations in the 
savagely warring world of today is not easy; 
but then, it was not easy for the diplomatists, 
when they first assembled at Ghent. It is 
possible that there are more elements of lasting 
peace in this world, wider areas over which 
genuine reconciliation can be effected, than any 
one now recognizes; if so, the Treaty of Ghent 
stands as lasting proof that peace, well founded, 
can be permanent, and that frustration is not 
the inevitable end of every offer toward its 
attainment.—New York Herald-Tribune, 


Buy Mussolini’s Support? 

The hopeful commentators who interpret all 
the news coming out of Italy as positive proof of 
the rupture of the Rome-Berlin Axis and the 
forthcoming entry of Italy into the war on the 
Allied side, would be well advised not to forget 
the history of the past few years. Only last 
month Count Ciano lavished praise upon the 
Axis, though to it he joined certain remarks 
which have been widely taken to mean that the 
tie with Berlin is broken. Only nine months ago, 
Mussclini horrified the world by his seizure of 
Albania. Only a year ago, his servile deputies 
were shrieking for Tunis, Corsica and Nice. Less 
than two years ago he joined his signature to 
that of Mr. Chamberlain on a document the pro- 
visions of which he promptly broke. Less than 
three years ago he entered into what was politely 
termed a “gentleman’s agreement” the substan- 
tive result of which was that one party to the 
arrangement played the role of the gentleman, 
leaving Mussolini to play with great distinction 
a contrasting part. Less than four years ago, he 
was completing his massacre and subjection of 
the helpless Ethiopians. 

This is the statesman who, we are asked to 
believe today, is merely waiting to choose the 
moment when his help will be most effective, to 
plunge into the war and make the world safe 
against aggression and the rule of force. 

It may be, indeed, that this is what Mussolini 
has in mind. His long record of perfidious 
treachery lends credence to the tale. It is high 
time he double-crossed Berlin; and should he 
decide to do so, his help and assistance may be of 
material value to the cause we have at heart, 
though the record of the Italian army at Capor- 
etto in 1917 suggests that Ethiopians are safer 
adversaries for Italy than the armed might of 
Germany. But the idea of offering either bribes 
or promises to Mussolini in return for his help 
is something which the Allies must avoid. In 
1915 the secret treaties of London, which brought 
Italy into the war, so greatly complicated the 
problems of peace-making that the help received 
was not worth while. And any assistance re- 
ceived today on the basis of giving this black- 
shirted adventurer a foot-hold in parts of the 
world where he would have no business to be 
would be a proposition of the most dubious 
merit not only in the immediate present but in 
the future as well. 

Should Italy realize, as she should, that her 
permanent interests impe] her to take sides with 
the Allies, she should be welcomed into the 
coalition against Hitler—but only on the Allies’ 
terms, not on the basis of a meretricious bargain, 
desperately entered into, in which Mussolini 
would aggrandize his own position at the ex- 
pense of the possible just claims of others later 
on, 

On these terms, and on these terms alone, 
Italian support should be solicited; and a firm 
front will eventually bring Italy into line, for it 
must not be forgotten that Italy, impoverished 
and strategically vulnerable in the Mediter- 
ranean, dare not embark on a course which 
would bring the French and British navies to 
her shores, The so-called Italian “threat” to the 
Aliies is the figment it always was, even in the 
days of 1935-36 when the enemies of the League 
50 se@dulously spread propaganda abou! the 
power and magnificence of Italian arms. Italy 
could only have become powerflu in the Medit- 
erranean if Britain and France voluntarily 
sought to abdicate their position there, as there 
was some danger of their doing in the years 
from the outrage on Abyssinia to the end of the 
Spanish war. Fortunately the period of 
“appeasement” long since came to a close. 
—Winnipeg Free Press,
